“Give the alarm; the bank has been 
robbed !“ 

A moment’s further explanation and then 
both rushed to the door, 
‘and, seeing Lieut. Jen- 
kins and Justice Rob- 
bins passing towards 
the station, they hailed 
the former. On be- 


ing told what had hap- 


pened he threw off his Z 
overcoat, and, drawing; 
his revolver, started 
after the robbers, telling 
Justice Robbins to have 
the patrolwagon 
manned and sent after 
him. 

In two minutes the CHARLES A. MULLINS. 
patrol-wagon was in hot pursuit of the thieves, 
and picked up the Lieutenant on the way. 
There were then in the wagon besides the 
Lieutenant—Sergts, Powers and Malanophy 
and Officers McNamara and Brown. Besides 
their revolvers they also had with them two 
shotguns and a Winchester repeating rifle. 

Officers O’Brien, Caldwell, Ruth, and Car- 
mody captured Featherstone and Bennett, and 
pounced upon the pair so suddenly and deter- 
minedly that the thieves had no time to use 
their pistols. Featherstone had two revolvers 
on his person. Officers Broholm and Kuhl 
captured Corbett. 


THE CHASE AND THE CAPTURE. 


Several Shots Are Fired and the Robbers 
Are Run Down, 

As the patrol-wagon turned into South Chi- 
cago avenue they could see a buggy about a 
mile ahead, and evidently, from the dust it 
raised, making the greatest haste possible. 

One of the officers who had the Winchester 
asked the Lieutenant to let him fire, but the 
latter said fo. ° 

By this time nearly all of South Chicago 
had heard something of the robbery and ev- 


slowly gaining, and a man who saw the race

Out of the wagon they jumped and sepa- 
rated, running in different directions through 
Woodlawn avenue and up alleys. A watch- 
man for Bradley & Baird, named O’Brien, 
who is also an ex-policeman, tried to stop 
Featherstone and Bennett while running 
across a lot, and Bennett fired, hitting O’Brien 
in the fleshy part of the thigh. The wound is 
not a serious one. | * 0 

By this time the patrol- wagon of Hyde Park 
and other wagons were out on the skirmish, 
and all the officers that could be called 
upon were sent in pursuit. and 
stationed at different points to prevent the 
escape of the thieves. 

Corbett was caught soon after leaving the 
covered butcher wagon, and made no resist- 
ance, as he appeared to be just drunk enough 
to be indifferent to the situation. Mullins, 
the owner of the wagon, was arrested by 
Lieut, Jenkins as he was trying to escape by 
driving away. 

The hunt for Featherstone and Bennett was 
getting hotter every, moment, with Capts. 
Hunt and Lloyd directing the chase. The 
lines were being drawn so close around, that 
the two robbers, seeing no other possibility 
of escaping by flight, turned into a barn, 
in’ the rear of No. 4714 Kimbark avenue, 
where they hid themselves under a mattress. 
There they were discovered and arrested. 

Featherstone had over $1,000 of the stolen 
money with him, one of the $500 packages 
being intact. Bennett had $212 and Corbett 
some bills and a lot of silver. 

After secreting themselves in the barn 
Featherstone and Bennett hid a good deal of 
the money inside of their stockings and under- 
clothing. In all there was captured with them 
a little over $1,400, which later accounts say is 
about all they had taken from the bank. 


ARE THESE THE ALLERTON ROBBERS? 


Inspector Hunt Thinks So—Something of 
Their Records, 

Inspector Hunt said: ‘Featherstone and 
Bennett did the Allerton job, Mullins having 
put it up. I shall send for witnesses tomor- 
row between 10 and 11 o’cleck to identify 
them. I don’t know-whether Allerton’s cash- 
ier, Asier, can identify them. I shall get two 
women here who saw the two men running 
away from the office after the robbery was 
committed, and shall also have Capt. Penney, 
who had a good look at them before they en- 
tered.’’ 

Capt. Hunt seems to feel sure that he has 
the men who robbed Asier. Featherstone an- 
swers the description of the one who led the 
robbery of the Allerton cashier. He is red- 


headed, and so was. the man who ran out of 


Asier’s office with the bag of money. 
Corbett,“ said Inspector Hunt. served a 
two-year term in Joliet four years ago for a 
North Side burglary. Featherstone got out 
of the penitentiary only nine months 
ago. He had been sent up for four 
years for a highway robbery on the 
Nortn Side, but his sentence was commuted 
and he served but two years. Mullins used to 
keep a butcher-shop in Cummings and was a 
Sealer of Measures and Weights in the Town 
of Lake before annexation won the day and 
barred him out. | 
„The horse and buggy used by the robbers 
was stolen from Michael McInerney this morn- 
ing at 9:30 o’clock at Halsted and Logan 
streets. 
The buggy and exhausted horse were found 
on Cottage Grove avenue, near South Chicago 
avenue, where they were left by the fleeing 
robbers, by & liveryman named Larson and 
Officer Ciesielski, who gave the horse brandy 
and other restoratives. The animal will prob- 
ably recover from the effects of the rapid trip.

RECALLING THE ALLERTON ROBBERY 


The Booty Was Larger and the Thieves 
Got Away with It. 

Nothing could have been bolder or more 
risky than the robbery of the Allerton Pack- 
ing company at the Stock-Yards, Dec. 3. 

Between 3 and 4 o’clock the afternoon of 
that day a well-dressed’ magefive feet eleven 
inches tall, weighing about pounds, and 
wearing a false gray beard, entered the com- 
pany’s office and asked for the Superintend- 
ent. That official was not about at the time, 
and the robber was asked to sit down and 
wait. The Superintendent did not come, and 
after a while the fellow left the packing-house. 

Twenty minutes afterwards a horse and 


buggy-stopped in front of the office stairs, and 


out. He was followed y 
dressed occupant of the buggy, who wore a 
slouch hat and a false black beard. 

After inspecting the horse and buggy care- 
fully, even to examining the horse’s feet and 
rooting out the dirt from the shoes, the two 
looked to see if the coast was clear, turned 


the rig toward the south, and went up 


the office stairs, bearing in their. arms 
several pieces of strong ticking. Shortly 
before that time $3,000 had been drawn from 
the Stock-Yards Bank to pay the wages of the 
packing-house employés. This money, to- 
gether with $200, was lying in front of Cashier 
Joseph N. Asier when the two disguised rob- 
bers entered the office. 

They looked like cattlemen or farmers, and 
Cashier Asier, who was alone in the office at 
the time, did not suspect anything until one 
of the intruders pointed a revolver at his head 
and ordered him to give up that stuff.“ 

The ticking was really a bag and into it the 
cashier threw the $3,200. The robbers locked 
the door after them and drove away as fast as 
the horse could carry them south. 

_The rig which was used by the robbers was 
found on the prairie in the Northwestern part 
of the city, but the liveryman could not give a 
detailed description of the men who hired it, 


so that the police have been making numer. | 


ous arrests on suspicion and alleged clews.

TO FORM A ROAD MACHINE TRUST. 


Manufacturers Trying to Effect a Com- 
bination to Control the Market, 
Prrrsnund, Pa., Dec. 29.—A convention of 
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Legal Proceedings ‘to 
Last Evening—The A 
Gas Ordinance Passed b e of 41 to 
17—Owners of Front Buildings

At the meeting of the City Council last even- 
ing Ald. McEnerny called up his old order 
in reference to the Gas Trust. Ald. Cullerton 
wanted action deferred so that it might be 
made a special qrder, Ald. Madden said the 
Corporation Counsel had said he would do 
great things if the order was passed. He 
hoped the order would pass. Ald. Cullerton 
thereupon withdrew his objection and the 
order was passed unanimously in the follow- 
ing form: N ö . 

Ordered, By the City Council of the City of Chi- 
cago that the Mayor of the City of Chicago be re- 
quested to invite the Attorney-General of the 
State of illinois to institute proceedings by 
quo warranto in the proper court against 
the Equitable Gaslight and Fuel com- 
pany, the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company, the Consumers’ Gas company, 
the Consumers’ Gas, Fuel, and Light 
company, and the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
company. and such other companies as in the 
judgment of the Mayor and Attorney-General 
should be proceeded against, for the purpose of 
forfeiting the charters of the aforesaid corpora- 
tions, and that the Law Department of the City 
of Chicago be directed to furnish said Attorney- 
General of the State of Illinois all information 
and aid which it can render in prosecuting the 
proceedings aforesaid. ; 

On the call of the wards Ald. Vierling pre- 
sented a communication from F. S. Winston, 
President of the Economic Fuel Gas com- 
pany, declining to accept the ordinance passed 
in favor of that corporation at the meeting of 
the previous Monday, and which had been 
prepared by the Mayor. The communication 
was in substance as follows: 

The ordinance has been carefully considered by 
the Soard of Directors of said company, and, in 
many 
particulars, imposes upon the company burdens 
too severe for a new company to assume. The 
board has no desire to be captious in this: matter, 
nor has it ay wish to obtain anything other 
than a fair license, and it asks such 
license to be ranted to it upon fair terms—terms 
that the Aldermen, as business-men, would accept, 
and which, at the same time, will fully and com- 
pletely protect the interests of the city and the 
patrons of the company. The amendments which 
are submitted, if accepted, will remove some of 
the most objectionable features of said ordi- 
nance, and will, at the same time, make 
the ordinante acceptable’ to the company. 
One amendment contemplates the purchase of 
the plant and property of the company by the 
city, and if that shall occur the city should as- 
sume. all legal obligations of the company which 
are liens upon its property. No doubt such would 
be the case if the ordinance should stand, but it 
is much preferable that it should so state in ex- 
press words in order that the buyers of the com- 
pany’s bonds may feel perfectly assured that the 
sale of the property will not destroy the value of 
the bonds. This amendment should be made or 
the right of purchase stricken out. 

The Amendatory Ordinance. 


Following the reading of the communica- 
tion Ald. Vierlmg introduced his amendatory 
ordinance. It strikes out the following clause 
of the second section of the Cregier ordinance: 

Said company shall, when so ordered by a ma- 
jority of all the Aldermen elected, extend its 
mains and supply pipes on any street, avenue, or 
other public highway contiguous to the pipes of 
said company at the time in use or operation; 
provided, such extension shall cover territory one- 
half of which is improved by buildings. 

- It amends the third section so as to provide 
that the Commissioner of Public Works must 
issue a permit without delay for carrying on 
the work in accordance with the terms of the 
ordinance. Then an amendment is made to 
the purchase clause of the ordinance which

Previous to the consideration of these mat- 
ters there was a rather lively passage at arms 
over the Lake-Front matter, in which Ald, 
Dixon, O'Neill, Gahan, and Burke partici- 
pated.

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad company has 
its tracks upon the Lake Front at the pleasure of 
the city, and may be required to remove them at 
any time upon notice The company is, by the or- 
der of the City Council, passed July 27, 1882, ob- 
liged to remove its depot upon the order of the 
City Council or Mayor. The American Express 
company has a lease of the ground occupied by it 
which can be terminated by a thirty days’ notice 
given by the Mayor. : 

The City Council, Sept 10, 1855, passed a resolu- 
tion giving the Illinois Central company 
the right to curve its tracks westwardly .of the 
line of its right of way so as to cross said line at 
a point not more than 200 feet south of Randolph 
street, extending and curving said tracks north- 
westerly as they approach the depot, and crossing 
the north line of Randolph street, extended, at a 
point not more than 100 feet west of the line of 
its right of way. 

This right was granted on condition that said 
company lay out upon its own line west of and 
along its passenger house a street fifty feet wide, 
extending from Water street to Randolph, and 
fill the same its entire length within two years

It is gratifying to note, however, that some 
of the rainbow reformers are already mitigat- 
ing their schemes.

opposed to it. Chicago’s boundaries will be 
expanded from time to time through the 
agency of our admirable Annexation law. 
The suburbs ripe for the metropolitan form 
of government are being added at each elec- 
tion. Lake, Hyde Park, Lake View, and Jef- 
ferson were taken in at the sametime. The 
greater part of Calumet has been annexed al- 
ready. The outlying portion of the town will 
be taken in next spring, and a strip will be 
cut off the adjoining town of Worth and added 
to the city. Half of Cicero is now included in 
Chicago. The other half will be added wichin 
the next two years. Then Evanston, New 
Trier, and Riverside will be brought in, all in 
good time. 

A little further consideration and Mr. Hesing 
and one or two other sensible men who at- 
tended the rainbow reformers’ conclave with 
him will abandon the whole project as Utopian 
and impracticable.

THE BLIND FOLLY OF M’KINLEYISM. 

The McKinleyites constantly are harping 
upon the excuse that the voters of the country 
did not understand the provisions of the tariff 
bill and what it is meant to accomplish, or 
they would have rallied at the polls last fall 
and supported it instead of voting against it 
by hundreds of thousands.

LO, THE POOR INDIAN, , 

The advices received by Gen. Miles at 
Rapids City, S. D., are reported to favor the 
belief that the insurrection among the Indians 
is over. The redskins are leaving the Bad 
Lands and making the best of their way to the 
hospitable agency at Pine Ridge. Doubtless 
this pacific movement is in large part a conse- 
quence of the arrangements to issue increased 
rations and the news that measures are now 
pending in Congress to make appropriations 
for the’ payment of their claims. The in- 
centive to fight is powerfully lessened by the 
prospect that the peaceable Indian will get 
more food and stand a reasonable chance of 
sharmg in the other creature comforts that 
can be bought with white man’s money. 

It is desirable that this Indian business be 
settled for good, and ‘the recent excitement 
furnishts a proper stimuius for the consider- 
ation of measures for dealing with the red- 
skins on a plan that promises to insure last- 
ing peace. It ought to be undertaken not less 
as a duty to humanity than because of the ter- 
ribly large loss of human life and pecuniary 
expense entailed by the slipshod, temporizing, 
and artificial methods of the past. The statis- 
tics show that the expenses of the Government 
on Indian account from 1776 to 1886 were 
$929,000,000, and that of this vast amount not 
less than $696,000,000 was expended by the 
War Department for fighting them and 
in paying costs incident thereto. More 
than $200,000,000 was paid out for hos- 
tilities with the different tribes during the 
single decade ending in 1882. It has cost the 
Government of the United States one sixth as 
much to fight the Indians as it did to put 
down the Southern rebellion. The absurdity 
as well as costliness of the system may be in- 
ferred from the comparison that the expense 
of fighting the Indians amounts to nearly 
$2,000 per head for each buck, squaw, and 
papoose in the lot, while the present valuation 
of real and personal property averages only 
about half that sum for each inhabitant, 
counting in white and colored, citizens and 

And the average Indian ought to be- worth 
more today than the average white man. He 
is the owner of about 700 acres of land, in com- 
mon or in severalty, and is supposed to be fed 
and clothed at the expense of the Government. 
if with all this he is no better than an idle, 
shiftless vagabond, it is the fault of the white 
man's Government, which has allowed him to 
‘be robbed at wholesale by dishonest agents 
and permitted him to grow up in the belief 
that the Nation owes him a living. There is 
no more reason why he should be treated as

‘ENGLISH PRINTERS COMPLAINING. ~ 

Now come the English, who were to be 
such gainers by the International Copyright 
bill, with loud complaints against it. One of 
the principal arguments used by its advo- 
cates to secure its passage in the House was 
the alleged increase of work it would give to 
American printers and binders in setting type 
and making books, owing to the simultaneous 
publication provision. This, of course, would 
be offset by the increased prices fixed by the 
trusts and the consequent falling-off in the 
popular demand, but our English brethren, all 
the same, have taken alarm at the prospect 
and claim that the provision requiting books 
to be printed where they are sold will militate 
against English printers. They call it a one- 
sided arrangement, because, although they 
could remake our books ever more easily 
than’ we could remake theirs and at less ex- 
pense, we are the more numerous readers of 
books, and the balance of trade, as well as the 
balance of typographical work, would be in 
our favor.“ The English are always sticklers 
for the best-of a bargain, and may be relied 
upon not to accept the reciprocity in brain- 
property which the book-trust advocates have 
held out to them. But as this bill, if passed, 
will be inoperative in countries which do not 
reciprocate, how much better off will the 
American authors be should the English re- 
fuse, as they undoubtedly will, to reciprocate 
on the lines of the bill e Boston Herald, 
a copyright advocate hs: 

It is difficult to arrdnge this matter to the sat- 
isfaction of all interested parties, and if the con- 
dition that books must be printed in the country 
where they are sold works badly for the English 
printer, he ought to reflect that he has had the 
monopoly of the English reading people so long 
that it is time for him to yield his monopoly to 
the American printer and typesetter. 

The English printer, however, is not in the 
temper to make this: reflection, nor will the 
American reader be able to see how the estab- 
lishment of a book trust for the purpose of 
taxing him with English prices is going to 
benefit him, nor will the American bookseller 
who.does not publish see how it is going to 
help him to cut off that partof his trade which 
pays the principal portion of his already small 
profits. There is but one way out of this com- 
| plication, and that is for the Senate to pass an 
international royalty bill. Such a bill already 
has been drawn up, and we have good reason 
to believe will be offered at the earliest op- 
portunity. It should be passed as a substi- 
tute for the pernicious House measure. It is 
eminently fair, reasonable, and practical. 
The American author now has a copyright 
ranging from 10 to 15 per cent. This bijl 
| will give the English author the same, and 
guard his rights as carefully as those of the 
American author. And under its provisions 
there will be ne eager of a huge book trust. 


SPAIN AND THE SUGAR TAX. 
A dispatch from Havana says the sugar 
planters in Cuba are in great trouble over a 


feeling exhibited among British nonconformists 
regarding the interference of the priests in the 
Kilkenny election. The ferment on the subject 
seems to be likely to prove greater than that ex- 
cited by the conduct of Mr. Parnell.

This is followed up by further assertion 
that the Pope at this juncture desires to be 
recognized diplomatically by the British Gov- 
ernment, and that the agitation for the restor- 
ation of the temporal power is to be revived. 

All this is adrofly conceived. But unfortu- 
nately for the person who concocted the story 
in New York—for it was never cabled there— 
is one sentence in the so-called dispatch which 
exposes the hollowness and falsehood of the 
Whole. It is that in which it is said that it is 
not improbable that the House of Commons 
will unseat Sir John Pope Hennessy on ac- 
count of undue clerical influence. Now the 
House of Commons has no power in such 
matters. It used to have such power. But 
about twenty years ago the power was dele- 
gated to election petition Judges selected from 


Great Britain and Ireland. Those Judges 
have the power tosummon witnesses, petitions 
against a parliamentary return having been 
duly lodged. They are made ‘sole judges of 
the law and thé facts and their decisions are 
final. Only one Judge usually sits to hear a 
case. But three may sit. The cable news 
agency that supplied the telegram from which 
the above quotation was made has been im- 
posed on, therefore, or is trying to impose on 
its patrons. 

The same agency has furnished Inghly- 
colored accounts of ‘“‘ priestly intimidation”’ 
in behalf of those who are opposed to Mr. 
Parnell, while it has passed lightly over the 
blackguardism and rowdyism of the support- 
ers of Mr. Parnell. The English and Irish 
daily newspapers just to hand furnish abun- 
dant evidence that while there was much feel- 
ing displayed on both sides in the early stages 
of the Kilkenny election the intimidation was 
entirely on the side of the Parnellites. Mr. 
Parnell and ‘his factotum, Sub-Sheriff Clancy 
(who, by the way, led a mob of drunken row- 
dies against Mr. Parnell at the time of the 
Louth election in 1885), set the example of 
violence by their crowbar attack on the office 
of United Ireland on the day of Mr. Parnell’s 
first visit to Dublin after an absence of five 
years. The same want of scruple and lack of 
truth characterize the methods.of Mr. Par- 
nell's friends that are apparent in his own 
conduct since the O’Shea scandal was given 
to the public.

INCREASED PROSPERITY IN THE SOUTH. 


The Last Year Has Seen Rapid Advances in 
All Kinds of Business, 

Bartrmorg, Md., Dec. 29.—The Manufact- 
urers’ Record publishes in this week’s issue 
its annual review of the industrial progress of 
the South for 1890, showing great activity and 
prosperity throughout that section. The 
total assessed value of property for 
1890 is nearly $4,500,000,000, f 
of N70, 000% 0 % ũ over 1889 and of 
51.600, 000, 000 over 1880. The number of Na- 
tional banks in the South is 590, with an ag- 
gregate capital of $90,763,705, an increase 
luring the year of 104 banks and $10,935,000 
in * Only two Southern N ational banks 
failed during the year, and both of these fail - 
ures were due to dishonesty in management 
according to Government reports. 
the year 2,499 miles of railroad were built in 
the South, against 2,296 miles in 1889. 

The total value of foreign exports from all 
Southern ports for the first eleven months of 
1890 was 268,293, 000, an increase of $24,141,. 
010 over the corresponding months of 1889, 
while the increase in the balance of the coun- 
try was only $4,834,477, the increase at 
Southern ports bei five times as great 
as the combined gain at all ‘other United 
States ports. The production of pig-iron 
for the year foots up about 1,930,000 tons, or 
a gain of 395,000 tons over 1889, and 830,000 
tons over 1888, and of more than 1,000,000 
tons over 1887.

The increase was made, too, before the ap- 
propriation bill was approved. The scavenger 
appropriation was much larger than the ag 
gregate of the scavenger contractor's figures, 
but it is to be made larger still, mainly in the 
interest of the contractors, who, like the 
policemen, are influential workers. The ex- 
cuse for the increase will be the World’s Fair, 
which will not, however, be open until two 
years after the appropriations are made, and 
a year and four months after they are ex- 
pended. The proposed increases ought to be 
fought bitterly; if they are not the taxpayers 
will be mercilessly bled. It must be remem - 
bered that during this year the interest on the 
World’s Fair bonds, on the South Park bonds, 
on the Drainage bonds, etc, will be 
added to the bu-dens of the people, 
which have been greatly increased of late. 
Taxation for city purposes this year will be 
20 per cent higher than last year, averaging 
67 6-10 cents per $100, or within a few 
cents of the whole amount that can be levied 
on the taxpayers by the County Board. To 
illustrate what this means it is but necessary 
to say that this yeara man who is assessed 
$1,000 in the North Town has to pay $71.90 
taxes against $60.80 on the same assessment 
last year. The West-Sider assessed $1,000 will 
have to pay $65.11 this year against $56.35 last 
year. The SouthSider assessed at $1,000 will 
have to pay $62.80 this year against $53.60 last 
year, and the Hyde-Parker will have his as- 
sessment run up higher still in proportion. 

It should be remembered, too, that the in- 
terest on World’s Fair bonds, South Park 
bonds, and a large drainage tax will be added 
next year. Ifthe 2 per cent tax limitation 
barrier 1s taken down at the instigation of the 
taxeaters, taxes will be doubled and real-estate 
values will be greatly depreciated as a conse- 
quence. In his annual message, delivered last 
April, the Mayor foreshadowed the policy of 
extravagance and high taxes when he said: 

Some plan should be devised through: wise and 
careful legislation by which this great and grow- 
ing city may secure sufficient funds to be expend- 
ed in making public improvements of such a per- 
manent and substantial character as will answer 
the needs of the future. 

The takpayers ‘will have to look to their rep- 
retzentatives in Springfield and in the Council 
to fight the schemes of the tax devourers. 

It is gratifying to note, however, that some 
of the rainbow reformers are already mitigat- 
ing their schemes. They have evidently read 
Tur Tripunz to some purpose. They now see 
that the unification of the city and county can- 
not de brought about by a bill, and Mr. Wash- 
ington Hesing proposes a constitutional 
amendment for that purpose. The amendment, 
it may be observed, could not be submitted 
till November, 1892, for there will be no gen- 
eral State election until then. And though 
the proposed amendment should be adopted 
legislation based on it would be necessary for 
giving effect to the changes proposed. Such 
legislation could not be had until the spring 
of 1898, and could not go into effect until the 
The World’s Fair will be 
under way at that time, and it might not be 
prudent to attempt to change our Municipal 
Government then. Indeed, the whole scheme 
is so far-fetched, chimerical, and absurd that 
| there is not the least likelihood of its being 
given effect during the next decade or at any 
tim@in the future. The people are opposed 
to such a scheme now, and will continue to be 
opposed to it. Chieago’s boundaries will be 
expanded from time to time through the 
agency of our admirable Annexation law. 
The suburbs ripe for the metropolitan form 
of government are being added at each elec- 
tion. Lake; Hyde Park, Lake View, and Jef- 
ferson were taken in at the same time. ‘The 
greater part of Calumet has been annexed al- 
ready. The outlying portion of the town will 
be taken in next spring, and a strip will be 
cut off the adjoining town of Worth and added 
to the city. Half of Cicero is now included in 
Chicago. The other half will be added wi:hin 
the next two yéars. Then Evanston, New 
Trier, and Riverside will be brought in, all in 
good time. 5 

A little further consideration and Mr. Hesing 
and one or two other sensible men who at- 
tended the rainbow reformers’ conclave with 
him will abandon the whole project as Utopian 
and impracticable. They cannot afford to 
countenance the schemes of the tax devourers.

- CONCERNING ADDITIONAL JUDGES. 

Under the law as it stands it is held by some 
persons that Gov. Fifer is obliged to call for 
the election of two Superior Court Judges at 
the time of the election of Circuit Judges next 
June, or it may be next November. Sec. 23, 
Art. VI. of the Constitution provides as fol- 
lows: | 


The General Assembly may increase the number 
of said Cook County] Judges by adding one to 
either of said (Circuit and Superior] courts for 
every additional 50,000 inhabitauts over and above 
a ulation of 400,000. : 

In accordance with this provision a law was 
passed in 1875 providing: 

That for every 50,000 inhabitants over and above 
a population of 400,000 in the County of Cook 
there shall be added one Judge to the Superior 
Court of Cook County until said court shall be 
composed of nine Judges. 

There are now only seven Superior Judges— 
namely: Hawes, Anthony, Altgeld, Kettelle, 
Gary, Shepard, and Brentano. Under the 
provision of the enactment quoted and in 
view of the fact that the increase in popula- 
tion would warrant under the Constitution six 
additional Judges, the Governor, it is held, 1s 
compelled to call for the election of two Su- 
perior Judges. The second and only other pro- 
vision of the act of 1875 (the first section is 
above quoted) provides as follows: 

It shall be the duty of the Governor of this 
State when he ascertains from tbe census of this 
State that Cook County is entitled to one or more 
additional Judges, as provided in Sec. 23, Art. 
VI. of the Constitution of this State, to issue a 
writ for the election of one Judge for every 50,000 
inhabitants above a population of 400,000 in said 
county, and such election shall take place on Tues- 
day next after the first Monday of November, A. 
D. 1875, unless the said writ is issued after that 
date,in which event the Governor shall designate 
the day when such election shall be Reid. 

Some good lawyers hold that the Crafts bill 
of 1887, adding six Judges to the Circuit 
Court, by implication repealed the nine 
Judges provisions of the act of 1875, as all the 
Judges allowed under the Constitution were 
then provided for. The population was then 
916,000, or 500,000 over the 400,000 of popula- 
tion. This permitted the six new Circuit 
Judges in addition to the four new Superior 
Judges elected in November, 1880. 

But the italicized portion of the statute 
quoted above shows that the Governor has a 
large option and that he may, if he desires, 
put off the calling of an election until Novem- 
ber next, even if it is held that the law of 1875 
is not repealed by the Crafts law of 1887. 

It may be, however, that the law will be 
changed at an early day of the forthcoming 
session. Some persons want the additional 
Judges attached to the Circuit Court, and 
they want four of them. Others think there 
is no necessity for any additional Judges. 
They favor a repeal of the law of 1875, so that 
there may be no doubt,or its amendment, so that 
the number of the Judges may continue to be 
as at present. This is right. We do not want 
additional Judges. There would be no neces- 
sity for them if the present Judges attended 
more strictly to business, and if they could be 
induced to forego their long vacations and to 
make fewer holidays. In this connection it 
may be observed that ex- Judge Egbert Jamie- 
son suggests a happy solution of the entire 
problem. He advises the General Assembly 
as follows: 

Give Cook County a fee bill the same as any 
other county in the State, and instead of there 
being any necessity for more Judges there will be 
need of less. By a fee bill I mean a moderate one 
that will demand such fees as will prevent useless 
litigation and will stop a defendant rushing into 
court when he has no real defense to offer. 

Will the gentlemen who have prepared the 
bills for the additional Judges give this advice 
their serious consideration? 


LO, THE POOR INDIAN. 

The advices received by Gen. Miles at 
Rapids City, S. D., are reported to favor the 
belief that the insurrection among the Indians 
is over. The redskins are leaving the Bad 
Lands and making the best of their way tothe 
hospitable agency at Pine Ridge. Doubtless 
this pacific movement is in large part a conse- 
quence of the arrangements to issue increased 
rations and the news that measures are now 
pending in Congress to make appropriations 
for the’ payment of their claims. The in- 
centive to fight is powerfully lessened by the 
prospect that the peaceable Indian will get 

ore food and stand a reasonable chance of 

rmg in the other creature comforts that 
can be bought with white man’s money. 

It is desirable that this Indian business be 
settled for good, and the recent excitement 
furnishes a proper stimuius for the consider- 
ation of measures for dealing with the red- 
skins on a plan that promises to insure last- 
ing peace. It ought to be undertaken not less 
asa duty to humanity than because of the ter- 
ribly large loss of human life and pecuniary 
expense entailed by the slipshod, temporizing, 
and artificial methods of the past. The statis- 
tics show that the expenses of the Government 
on Indian account from 1776 to 1886 were 
$929,000,000, and that of this vast amount not 
less than $696,000,000 was expended by the 
War Department for fighting them and 
in paying costs incident thereto. More 
than. $200,000,000 was paid out for hos- 
tilities with the different tribes during the 
single decade ending in 1882, It has cost the 
Government of the United States one sixth as 
much to fight the Indians as it did to put 
down the Southern rebellion. The absurdity 

as well as costliness of the system may be in- 
ferred from the comparison that the expense 
of fighting the Indians amounts to nearly 
$2,000 per head for each buck, squaw, and 
papoose in the lot, while the present valuation 
of real and personal property averages only 
about half that sum for each inhabitant, 
counting in white and colored, citizens and 

And the average Indian ought to be worth 
more today than the average white man. He 
is the owner of about 700 acres of land, in com- 
mon or in severalty, and is supposed to be fed 
and clothed at the expense of the Government. 
If with all this he is no better than an idle, 
shiftless vagabond, it is the fault of the white 
man's Government, which has allowed him to 
be robbed. at wholesale by dishonest agents 
and permitted him to grow up in the belief 
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by

but of the latter it may be said they will never 
be good? till dead or made to earn their own 
living as the colored people have had to do. 
The sooner this fact is recognized acted

PATENT MEDICINES. , 

At least one of the American industrials 
invested in by Englishmen is a flat faiiure. 
Some of the foreign directors have sold out 
in disgust, and the Cheirman at the’recent an- 
nual meeting was put to his wits’ end to find 
satisfactory reasons why the magnificent 
promises in regard to dividends were not 
even partially realized. The concern referred 
to is a patent medicine affair which brought 
in much money for à few years and was un- 
loaded on the syndicate just about the time 
the public discovered the stuff was not worth 
the money. According to a reportin the Lon- 
don Financial Times the principal reason given 
the stockholders for the falling off in busi- 
ness was “a general distrust on the part of 
American people of English enterprises.“ The 
alleged reason is about as badly involved as is 
the sentence describing it. The idea that any 
man or woman suffering from disease will 
take the trouble to inquire as to the national- 
ity of the person compounding a remedy for 
it is too absurd for serious comment. If peo- 
ple thought the medicines ’’ referred to were 
of any real value they would. not hesitate to 
buy them irrespective of origin and manu- 
facture. If there is any one time in the 
course of a lifetime when little prejudices 
against a man on account of his nationality, or 
religion, or personal peculiarities sink out of 
sight it is when death is supposed to stare one 
in the face. At such atime the average suf- 
ferer would accept assistance from his great- 
est enemy. | 

The best assignable cause for the decadence 
complained of is a want of faith in the efficacy 
of the remedy. Either the American people 
have tried it and found it wanting in the 
virtues ascribed to it through many years of 
** judicious advertising or they are growing 
wiser in regard to patent medicines in gen- 
eral. Perhaps both. The principal argu- 
ment in favor of these preparations is that 
their use enables the sick to dispense with the 
services of à physician, while common sense 
dictates the advisability of letting alone any 
alleged remedy that is not prescribed as " fit- 
ting the case after due examination by one 
specially educated in the diagnosis of disease. 
If it be true that the man who is his own law- 
yer has a fool for a client the same may well 
be suspected in regard to him who acts as 
doctor for himself when able to command the 
attention and advice of an expert. Doubtless 
a more intelligent perception of the truth in 
this particular is one great cause of the smaller 
patronage accorded to the patent medicine 
vender in the last few years, with the result 
complained of by the stockholders who in- 
vested in a waning business originally based 
on the weakness if not the gullibility of human 
nature. 3 


‘ENGLISH PRINTERS COMPLAINING, 

Now come the English, who were to be 
such gainers by the International Copyright 
bill, with loud complaints against it. One of 
the principal arguments used by its advo- 
cates to secure its passage in the House was 
the alleged increase of work it would give to 
American printers and binders in setting type 
and making books, Owing to the simultaneous 
publication provision. | This, of course, would 
be offset by the increased prices fixed by the 
trusts and the consequent. falling-off in the 
popular demand, but our English brethren, all 
the same, have taken alarm at the prospect 
and claim that the provision requiring books 
to be printed where they are sold will militate 
against English printers. They call it a one- 
sided arrangement, because, although they 
could remake our books even more easily 
than we could remake theirs and at less ex- 
pense, we are the more numerous readers of 
books, and the balance of trade, as well as the 
balance of typographical work, would be in 
our favor.“ The English are always sticklers 
for the best of a bargain, and may be relied 
upon not to accept the reciprocity in brain- 
property which the book-trust advocates have 
held out to them. But as this bill, if passed, 
will be inoperative in countries which do not 
reciprocate, how much better off will the 
American authors be should the English re- 
fuse, as they undoubtedly will, to reciprocate 
on the lines of the bill? .The Boston Herald, 
a copyright advocate, says: 

It is difficult to arrange this matter to the sat- 
isfaction of all interested parties, and if the con- 
dition that books must be printed in the country 
where they are sold works badly for the English 
printer, he ought to reflect that he has had the 
monopoly of the English reading people so long 
that it is time for him to yield his monopoly to 
the American printer and typesetter. 

The English printer, however, is not in the 
temper to make this reflection, nor will the 
American reader be able to see how the estab- 
lishment of a book trust for the purpose of 
taxing him with English prices is going to 
benefit him, nor will the American bookseller 
who does not publish see how it is going to 
help him to cut off that part of his trade which 
pays the principal portion of his already small 
profits. There is but one way out of this com- 
plication, and that is for. the Senate to pass an 
international royalty bill. Such a bill already 
has been drawn up, and we have good reason 
to believe will be offered at the earliest op- 
portunity. It should be passed as a substi- 
tute for the pernicious House measure. It is 
eminently fair, reasonable, and practical. 
The American author now has a copyright 
ranging from 10 to 15 per cent. This bij 
will give the English author the same, and 
guard his rights as carefully as those of the 
American author. And under its provisions 
there will be no danger of a huge book trust.

IRISH NEWS“ VIA THE PARNELL CABLE.

Mr. Glad- 
stone himself is said to be alarmed about it, and 
it if believed not improbable that the House of 
Commons will unseat Sir John Pope Hennessy on 
account of undue clerical influence. ie 
This is followed up by further assertions 
that the Pope at this juncture desires to be 
recognized diplomatically by the British Gov- 
ernment, and that the agitation for the restor- 
ation of the temporal power is to be revived. 


All this is adrofly conceived. But unfortu-

Those Judges 
have the power tosummon witnesses, petitions 
against a parliamentary return having been 
duly lodged. They are made sole judges of 
the law and thé facts and their decisions are 
final. Only one Judge usually sits to hear a 
case. But three may sit. The cable news 
agency. that supplied the telegram from which 
the above quotation was made has been im- 
posed on, therefore, or is trying to im pose on 
its patrons. 

The same agency has furnished highly- 
colored accounts of “ priestly intimidation” 
in behalf of those who are opposed to Mr. 
Parnell, while it has passed lightly over the 
blackguardism and rowdyism of the support- 
ers of Mr. Parnell. The English and Irish 
daily newspapers just to hand furnish abun- 
dant evidence that while there was much feel- 
ing displayed on both sides in the early stages 
of the Kilkenny election the intimidation was 
entirely on the side of the Parnellites.

GERMANY LIKELY TO BE INVOLVED. 
New Complications in the Behring Sea Seal 


Dispute, 


Orrawa, Ont., Dec. 29.—It is reported in 
official circles here that the United States Gov- 
ernment will probably seek redress through 
the Gerinan Goyernment for the recent poach- 
ing on the islands of Behring Sea by the seal- 
ing schooner Adele. The men of the crew 
made affidavit before being paid off that they 
had raided the Island of St. Paul, where they 
had secured a large number of seals. The 
Captain has also admitted and indeed has 
boasted of the success of the raids. The 
charge of having taken stolen goods into 
Canada is a rather uncertain one for the Unit- 
ea States authorities to bring action on, as it 
would be difficult to identify the seals as 
those stolen on United States territory in 
Behring Sea.

A firm name ora 
trade-mark may continue after the death of a 
member of the firm, but in the lottery case the 
name is lost with the death of the individual, 
for there is no other M. A. Dauphin and no 
means of replacing him. The lottery com- 
any can choose a new President or eral 
Man eras it will have to do. But it must 
not advertise this to the public, and persons 
who want to send their money to the lot 
will now have no one to whom they can a 
dress it with any certainty that its receipt will 
be acknowledged.

In 
the center is the Parthenon and to the right 
and the left, descending through terraces, is 
a succession of galleries reaching out so as to 
cover a space of 150 acres. In front of this 
temple is a bri coming up to central 
archways. This bridge crosses an arti- 
ficial waterway and is a copy of the 
Via Sacra of the Roman forum. 
Along its line are to be placed statues of the 
heroes of American history. This roadway 
terminates at a triumphal arch to be named 
after Washington. Between it and the Parthe- 
non on the heights is a second arch, which is 
to be named after Lincoln. To the right and 
the left of the arches are senii-circular ap- 
roaches like those in front of St. Peter’s in 
me. The galleries to the right and left are 
built in squares. The plan is so wide, so beau- 
tiful, and so comprehensive that the invol- 
untary remark upon first seeing it is that it is 
the dream of an enthusiast. Where could 
money enough be found to build such a mag- 

nificent structure. 

What It Would Cost. 

It is always difficult without an actual en- 
graving of an architectural design to describe 
any such plan by mere words. I shall only 
say of this design that it is a most harmonious 
composition of the best classical models, and 
that. if it could be built in Washington it 
would bea most glorious crown to the city 
far surpassing in form anything ever devi 
for ornament or usefulness in a Capital. First 
it is natural to ask where could a site be 
found. The second question would be where 
could enough money be subscribed to build a 
series of buildings covering a space beyond 
anything ever yet attempted in the line of 
modern architecture if no Government aid is 
to be invoked. The. reply to this comes 
from Mr. Smith, who is a practical Boston 
Yankee, who is as familiar with the best busi- 
ness methods as he is with the principles of 
art. He would use in the first place the same 
material that he has employed in the con- 
struction of his Pompeian villa at Saratoga, 
and again in his Moorish villaat St. Augustine. 
He would employ the Roman material used 
in the early days. This is a blending of 
cement and sand, which makes a composite 
stone enduring for ages, more lasting even 
than marble or granite. This material is very 
cheap and can be molded into any form. The 
cost of it is not more than 15 cents « cubic 
foot. The beautiful fluted columns in the 
Pompeian villa at Saratoga,cap-sheaves and all, 
did not cost more than $15 each. Usi 
this imperishable and economical material 
this vast outward shell of buildings can be 
const at a cost of $5,000,000. This 
money Mr. Smith expects to raise through in- 
dividual subscriptions.
